A N OTHER BATTLE. 


T he News 1, Confirm ed—T he B u rial Squad 
A ttack ed , 
Omaha, January 4tli.—A sbéciai from 
Gordon, Neb , says: 
Two scon’s Who have just arrived con­ 
firm thé .sports made last night of a battle 
north of this place. The fight was between 
Indians and a deiaOLment sent out by 
General Miles from the Rosebud Agency to 
bury the dead Indians killed at the 
Wounded Knee battle. 
The hostile Sionx, objecting to the bnrial 
of their dead by their pale-faced foes, 
opened fire, and after desperate and sharp 
firing of the Hotchkiss guns were forced to 
return to the protection of the friendly ra­ 
vines. 
No deaths were reported. 


W ILL AVENGE SITTING BULL’S DEATH. 
F o r t Y a tes (X. D.), January 4th.—The 
brief dispatches from Mandan last night 
did not indicate how serious the defection 
of the young bucks from the Standing 
Rock Agency had become. 
The discovery was made 
on 
issue 
day that many did 
not come to the 
agency, and one of the friendlies said they 
had armed themselves and gone to join 
the bands in revolt. 
It is believed that there have been 1,000 
desertions. 
At Grand River the Sioux have been 
fomenting trouble ever since the death of 
Sitting Bull, and they have not been slow 
in manifesting their anger toward Agent 
McLaughlin. The,' have been disposed to 
resent the killing at the uJ91 opportunity. 
The dispatches at the time, whiui stated 
that a number of the Indians were giaJ 
that Sitting Ball had been removed, were 
greaUy exaggerated. 
Troops are being rapidly moved in differ­ 
ent directions to aid in squelching the up­ 
rising. 
RUMORS OF MILES DEFEAT. 
C hicago, January 4th.—Assistant Adju­ 
tant-General Corbin, upon a telegrapnic 
order from General Miles, left for the In­ 
dian country at 6 o’clock to-night. 
In an interview he said he heard a rumor 
to the effect that General Miles' command 
had met the hostiles and that General 
Miles had lost heavily, but he did not be­ 
lieve it, and was positive that the General 
conld not have been within manv miles 
of the locality where the fight issaid to 
have taken place. 
Jnst before Colonel Corbin left to-night 
he was asked if the order transferring him 
to the seat of war meant that the situa­ 
tion was more serious than supposed. 
He replied: “I think not; it s not at all 
strange that I am sent for, and probably 
ought to have bsen there before. 
By 
virtue of my rank I am Chief of Staff, 
and when the General in command is on 
the field, his Chief of Staff should be there 
also. Further than this, I cannot say any­ 
thing about the matter." 
The only news received at headquarters 
this afternoon was a short message from 
Lieutenant Moss to General Miles. It was 
to the effect that the Sixth Cavalry, under 
command of Captain Kerr, had met a band 
of Indians at Clay creek, and a short en­ 
gagement followed. One Indian was re­ 
ported killed and one wounded. There 
were no casualities to the troops. 


8C0CTS AND POLICE DOING GOOD WORK. 
W ash in g to n , January 4th.—The Com­ 
missioner of Indian Affairs has, in response 
to a telegram sent to Agent Roger at Pine 
Ridge inquiring as to whether any of the 
Indian scouts or police have joined the 
hostiles, received the following reply from 
the agent: 
"None of your enlisted scouts have 
joined hostiles. The police and scouts are 
rendering good service, and by their vigor­ 
ous firing prevented the hostiles from 
burning the agency buildings.” 
* 
' 
A reporter to-night called the attention 
of the Commissioaer to reports from 
Pine Ridge, saying that General Miles had 
recommended the removal of the Indian 
agents at Pine Ridge and at other places, 
and to the atatement that the Indians were 
slowly starving to death. The Commis­ 
sioner said that so far as the agents were 
concerned there was no evidence that there 
bad been any dishonesty on their part in 
distribnting tbe supplies. 
Ths Commissioner has submitted to the 
President a statement covering the ques­ 
tion of the charge that agreements with 
the Indians had not been fulfilled. 


BL50DY CONFLICT PBEDICTED. 
Denver, January 4:h.—A _V«vs Pine 
Bluff special says: 
The army of Indians now snrrrounded 
by General Miles’ soldiers, on White Clay 
creek, number over 4,000 with their women 
and children, most of them from the upper 
Dakotas reservation. 
Hundreds of the 
crowd are crazed with ghost dancing, and 
will fight as Big Foot’s men fought. 
Shots were tired by the pickets nearly 
every hour last night, banishing sleep from 
all «yes. 
Fire arrows were thrown into the agency 
abont midnight from a ravine near bv, but 
fortunately fell harmlessly. 
Half breeds and squaw-men are leaving 
for the railroad, saying they know what is 
coming and don’t propose to remain. 
This war will not be ended except by 
one of the bloodiest conflicts in the historv 
of Indian warfare. 
'

W ash in g to n , January 4th.—Representa­ 
tive Farqubar. of New York, who has 
charge of the shipping bill, says he will 
call np that measure next Tuesday, and he 
doee not anticipate any Democratic oppo­ 
sition to tbe question of consideration. 
He did not look forward, to antag­ 
onism from any appropriation bill, as 
the Senate now has three appropriation 
bills unsifted on. 
Farqubar thinks that two days' debate 
ought to be sufficient, but he is willing to 
have a ni»bt session Tuesday night, if it is 
considered necessary. 
‘‘It is quite possible,” said Farquhar, 
“that we shall not press the substitute 
which is now before tbe House. We may, 
for the sake of avoiding friction, take the 
Senate bill and amend it by striking out 
the first section and inserting tbe first sec­ 
tion of the substitute. Then we may adopt 
the rest of the Senate bill, adding the pos­ 
tal and naval clauses. Tbe bill- will not 
then be as complete and thorough as the 
substitute, but it will be a good law, and I 
am willing to predict that within a year, 
five or six of the seaports of the South will

T hey C om plain o f Ill-T re a tm e n t from 
th e ir E nglish E m ployers. 
Colum bus (0.). January 4th.—The United 
Mine Workers have issued an appeal to 
the organized labor of the country, ap­ 
proved by the officers of the American 
Federation of Labor. 
The appeal con­ 
cludes: 
“The miners of Alabama are 
worse treated than those of any other sec­ 
tion of the country. Not only have we to 
compete with the curse <?f convict labor iq 
the mines, but we ere worse treated than 
the convicts. We are compelled to work 
beside them, and free miners are practical­ 
ly ®t the mercy of the representatives of 
corporations and monopolies, the share­ 
holder* ®f which reside In Great Britain, 
and have omj* interest in the mines to 
the amount of the u iridends they receive, 
caring little for the lives 0» welfare of those 
employed therein. 
If we are successful, 
these men must get assistance. This is a 
struggle for not only wages, but for the 
right to organize.” 


MONTANA TRAGEDY.

Missoula (Mont.), January 4th.—This 
morning Lewis Simmons went to his room 
above the saloon kept by his brother and 
another man, and began to abuse his mis­ 
tress. 
Policeman Hntcbens was called to arrest 
Simmons. 
As he entered the room Simmons shot 
him, inflicting fatal wounds. 
Simmons 
then went down to the saloon, and, by in­ 
discriminate firing, drove everyone from 
the place. 
Sheriff Houston was sent for and as he 
aD peared on the scene, Simmons began 
sheeting at him. 
The Sheriff, however, returned the fire, 
killing Simmons. 


B ellig eren t Ita lia n s. 
T re n to n (X. J.), January 4th.—The riot 
which occurred at Barnegat Park yesterday 
caused the Governor to order the military 
put under arms to-day. 
The trouble was 
so seriou* at midnight last night that Lieu­ 
tenant Farrow, U. 8. A., fearing the place 
would be burned, made a requisition for 
troops. 
The trouble at that place grew out of the 
dissatisfaction of several scores of Italian 
laborers who had been grading the public 
boulevard and had not been recently paid. 
The Italians threatened to burn thevillage, 
Women and children fled to shelter in the 
neighboring woods and tbe citizens are 
armed for defense. To day the Italians 
were quieted with assurances of an amica­ 
ble settlement to-morrow.

M exico’s M onetary System . 
W ash in g to n . Janudry 4 th —Tbe Bureau 
of American Republics is informed that 
the Finance Minister of Mexico bas sub­ 
mitted to the Congress of that Republic a 
plan for the entire revision of the mone­ 
tary laws and coinage. It provides that 
the monetary system cf the Republic shall 
consist, as at present, of gold, silver, cop­ 
per and brass coins. Tbe monetary unit 
shall continue to be tbe silver dollar. Frac­ 
tious of this dollar shall be represented by 
silver coins of five, ten and twenty cents.

DILATORY PROCEEDINGS. 


M uch D issatisfactio n w ith th e Slowness 
ot C ongress. 
W ash in g to n , Jaauary 4th.—It begins to 
be apparent at present that tbe unsatisfac­ 
tory state of affairs in tbe Senate must be 
soon terminated. Fifty working days will 
be the life of the fifty-first Congress, yet the 
first of the regular annual appropriation 
bills remains to be acted on by the Senate. 
Tbe feeling of imp«tience which this 
condition of the pnblic business aroused 
has gathered strength every day. Signifi­ 
cant remarks uttered each week by Senators 
of recognized influence appear to have had 
no effect in bringing the Senate nearer to a 
change of the programme that has held 
sway since Congress met in December last. 
A caucus of Republican Senators is to 
be beld probably Monday evening, and it is 
confidently expected by most of tbe Re­ 
publican Senators that, as tbe result of it, 
before tbe week expires the crisis will have 
been reached with respect to the elections 
bill, and the Senate will have arrived at a 
clear understanding of what coarse it is 
to pursue for the remainder of the session. 
The lines of battle are narrowing and 
there is a gathering of forces. It is be­ 
lieved that there will be a series of night 
sessions, designed to test tbe efficacy of the 
old methods of passing a bill obnoxious to 
the minority, as well as to secure the adop­ 
tion of the new cloture rule, if it be decided 
to pass this measure. 
it is expected, however, that this order 
will Dot be made before Tuesday, as anight 
session Monday would iuterfere with the 
desired caucus. In tbe House to-morrow 
it will be "individual suspension day,” and 
members will be given an opportunity to 
pass measures of local interest.

“Although none acquainted with the 
history of the Irish poor law would regard 
the relaxing of this clause as other than a 
public calamity, its maintenance undoubt­ 
edly limits tne capacity to deal with peri­ 
ods of exceptional distress. The position 
thus created leaves part of the «-ocial o-- 
gamsm sick and at all times strickm with 
cisease from which, without extraneous 
help, it bas no power to rally. 
“The question is not whether money 
ought to be given, but how it should be 
given—to tfbgt class and for what social 
purposes. Charity ill-administered injures 
the recipients everywhere, but is especially 
injurious to those parts with which we are 
concerned. Elsewhere the irjurv mav be 
confined to a class relatively sma'll, but in 
the worst portions of the congested districts 
a whole community may be aflected. 
All 
are poor, all can plausibly appeal for aid, 
and help recklessly given in response may 
infect whole townships with vices and 
weaknesses and professional mendicancy. 
“ We have spoken of this matter to many 
priests and others acquainted with the con­ 
dition of the people. There was not one 
of them, however generally they may 
have felt the sufferings of those amongst 
whom they lived, who did not admit that 
permanent ill-effects followed from much 
charitable expenditure withiu their experi­ 
ence. Regarding the appeals for help, it ia 
needful to say that tales of distress need 
not be taken as authentic because they are 
couched in strong language and seem to 
come from well-informed quarters. 
“In regard to the failure of the potato 
crop, small occupiers in the west seem at 
first sight all to live much in the same 
way. They are lodged in small cabins, 
cultivate the same kind of soil, and are 
clotbed with the same kind of dress. It 
would be natural to CGnciude that in all 
places where the failure of the crop is the 
same the distress is the same. But such is 
not the case. In no district does the com­ 
munity live wholly upon potatoes. Every 
district has a means of livelihood, inde­ 
pendent of the cultivaiion of the potato. 
The degree of the failure of the potato 
crop is, therefore, by itself a misleading 
guise to the degree of distress existing 
among the people. 
“Other elements in the finding of the posi­ 
tion of the people are the amount of their 
savings and their debt and credit with 
local tradesmen. Furthermore, in the or­ 
ganization of any plan of gratuitous assist­ 
ance caution is necessary in order that it 
shall not interfere with the system of rail­ 
way relief works. Several thousands of 
pounds are weekly already distributed in 
the form of wages in tbe districts mcst in 
need. 
“The conclusions we come to are that 
charitable aid ought to be confined: First, 
to families which are in serious want and 
which, having 
no able-bodied 
person 
among them, cannot derive benefits from 
public relief works; second, to providing 
meals in schools for children attending 
them; and third, to supplying clothing for 
children unable to procure them else­ 
where. ’

CALIFORNIA AND THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


1 he R eco rd-1 m o x has persistently 
and irom the outset, contended that if 
California exhibits at the 
Columbian 
\\ orld s h air, it must be by means of a cu­ 
m ulative exhibition; that to appropriate 
money for a distributive exhibition would 
be folly and waste. 
The R ecord-1, n io n has set forth the 
reasons for this position with such force 
and clearness that they have been irresist­ 
ible. 
It is very gratifying to know that 
the public mind has come into the same 
way of thinking and that the burden of 
public opinion now is in full accord with 
not only the cum ulative exhibition idea, 
but w ith the further proposition that Cali­ 
fornia’s exhibition should be made in its 
own building, which should itself form a 
portion of the exhibit and be typical of 
the State. 
Hon. M. M. Estee, Chairman of the 
Committee on Legislation of the Califoi- 
nia W orld’s F air Association, and offi­ 
cially representing that Association, will, 
in its behalf, ask the Legislature to make 
a proper appropriation for a cumulative 
exhibition at Chicago, and only upon that 
basis. 
Mr. Estee declares that il such an 
exhibition is not perm itted the Associa­ 
tion will oppose the making of any ap­ 
propriation whatever. 
Rut he adds that 
the concession will be made, since the Su­ 
perintendent of Grounds has already tele­ 
graphed that California can have sufficient 
acreage for a building of its own. 
The plan of the committee of the Asso­ 
ciation which Mr. Estee represents is to 
ask for the appointm ent of seven citizens, 
distinguished by business ability, high 
character and notable manifestation of in ­ 
terest in the upholding of the State, to 
have complete control of the California 
exhibit. 
They are to receive no salary, 
but are to be allowed actual expenses of 
course. 
By another bill $300,000 will be 
asked for, and also an amendment to the 
County Government Act, so as to perm it 
Boards of Supervisors to aid the local 
associations and committees in preparing 
county exhibitions to be part of the State 
exposition. 
This is getting the W orld’s F air busi­ 
ness into very good shape and very sens­ 
ible form. 
W e trust that the propositions 
will be considered calmly, in a broad State 
spirit, and looked upon as wise and econo­ 
mic investments, that, properly adminis­ 
tered, will return us a thousand-fold of 
benefit.

There is but one construction possible to 
be put upon the news from Ottawa and 
London. 
W e are told that the Canadian 
sealers have had notice to go on and fit 
out for next season in Behring Sea, and that 
England will place there a sufficient fleet 
to protect them against any possible inter­ 
ference. 
There is given for this statement 
the names of the highest officials of the 
Dominion and of the home Government. 
This means, then, that England will take 
no further steps toward amicably settling 
the Behring Sea difficulty ; that she un­ 
derstands Mr. Blaine as opposed to any 
arbitration, since it would involve the 
necessity of concedin g some rights we can­ 
not abandon. The Dominion sealers are 
told, therefore, to go on and destroy the 
seals, exterm inate the anim al and break 
up a business in which two-thirds of the 
world feel an interest. 
The U nited States 
will be expected to send her ships into the sea 
to prevent poaching, and they will be met 
by English ironclads and then—war I 
And this is to be the upshot of all this 
Behring Sea matter. 
Two of the greatest 
nations of the earth are to fight over it, 
and the stronger is to be conceded as hav­ 
ing been in the right. 
There may be no 
help for it, but there should be. 
I t is 
altogether 
discouraging to civilization 
th at these nations should go to war to 
accommodate the greed of a few blue­ 
nosed poachers. 
W e cannot understand 
why G reat B ritain should be so stubborn 
in this m atter. She has very little to gain 
out of it. 
She does not claim to own the 
m arine territory, and she can have no in­ 
terest in destroying the fisheries, as her 
course is bound to do. 
It would appear to 
be not so much a m atter of principle, 
Bincc she never has and does not dare to 
protect her sealers in iuvading the Russian 
side of what she claims is an open sea. 
It 
is not a precedent she wants to establish 
since there is no other place on the globe 
situated as is the m arine territory referred 
to, or over which any such a controversy 
could possibly arise. 
I t is English stupid­ 
ity and pugnacity th at is behind the 
whole m atter. 
Tt is stupid to go to war 
about so little. 
It is boyish pugnacity to 
provoke a fight with so small cause for it. 
On th e p art of th e U n ited S tates it is a 
very different m atter. 
W e purchased th e 
m arin e territo ry of R ussia. 
I t was de­ 
scribed by m etes and bounds as m arine 
territo ry . 
I t h ad been so h eld and re-

benefits in the adoption of the very best 
possible system of disposing of sewage.

Irrig atio n of th e C rim ea. 
A St. Petersburg paper complains that 
the Crimea, though rich in natural re­ 
sources, is neglected by the Government. 
The editor remarks : “ SomeCrimean peas­ 
ant digging in the ground has discovered 
coal, another has found a well of naphtha, 
a third has stumbled upon a layer ot sul­ 
phate ot soda, a fourih has shoveled up 
some gold d u st; but we hear little of spe­ 
cial scien'ific commissions appointed to ex­ 
plore the m ineral wealth of cur peninsula. 
Year by year tne irrigation of the Crimea 
is gettiDg w orse; the rivers are drying up, 
and nothing is done to check the evil. The 
quicksands from the deserts oveiflow large 
tracts of arable soil, miles of fecund lands 
are covered by them every year, and noth­ 
ing is done to stop their encroachment, 
either by irrigation or by the planting of 
trees on tbe’r present limits.

way of makiDg .snug iittle piles of money. 
On Saturday James S. Hodges called at 
the E ecoed-U sioh office and stated that he 
had been approached by a man of very 
smooth address, who was stepping at the 
Western Hotel, and urged to join in a 
wholesale scheme of timber land pre-emp­ 
tion in Washington. It was represented 
to him that, by advancing $25 he could 
join a party of men who were to leave on 
Sunday night (last high:) from Tacoma, 
for the purpose of taking up timber lands. 
The inducement held out to him was 
that, after he bad proven up on his claim, 
the sum of $1,000 would be paid him for a 
deed thereto, beside the Government price 
of the land, and also his expenses back to 
California. 
To Mr. Hodges’ mind the proposition 
looked very fl stiering, and he intimated 
that he would like to engage in the enter­ 
prise. A type-written document was pre­ 
sented to him for his signature. It was 
intended to bind him to perform his part 
of the above menti.ued agreement. In 
this connection the alleged agent told Mr 
Hodges that he (the agent) had to he very 
careful into wii se hands these agreements 
were permitted to go, as it was desirous 
that they be kept as sreret as possible. 
Hodges, however, was allowed to have 
one in his possession for a short time, and 
he submitted it to a friend named Gsorge 
A. Burns. This gentleman is a printer, 
and, like most members of tbat fraternity, 
an intelligent, wide-awake man. More’ 
over, he was only.a week ago a resident of 
Bantu Cruz, and it occurred' to him that a 
scheme of the same charater wss beiDg 
worked in that p’ace. where the promoter 
thereof bad adv- rlised in the local papers 
for men to go to Washington uud take up 
land. Burns had met this .Santa Cruz 
agent, and die a- once went w.thMr. Hodges 
to the hotel to see if the Sacramento man 
was not one ami the same peison who had 
been shown up in the Santa Ctpz papers. 
On meeting him he found that, while aa- 
swerihgtbe same decription. the Sacra­ 
mento man went order a different name 
from that of the Santa Ortiz man. The 
latter gave the name of Weaver, while the 
Sacramento agent ca led himself Fuiber. 
The result was tbat he advised Hodges 
to have nothing to do with the matter, and 
Hodges thereupon returned to Furber the 
agreement that had been given him to 
sign. In one of his conversations with the 
agent the latter had told him that sixty 
men would arrive in Sacramento on Sun­ 
day night on their way to the promised 
land, and that those going from Sacra­ 
mento would join them here. 
Hodges and Burns then called at the 
R ecord Un io s office, and the latter sug­ 
gested that if a Santa Cruz paper of last 
week could be had. probably a full expose 
of the operations of these parties would be 
found therein. A search through the pile 
of exchanges resulted in the finding of the 
Santa Cruz Sentinel of Wednesday last, in 
which, sure enough, was published a long 
atatement about the manner in which the 
scheme was being w orked. It was as fol­ 
lows : 
SUCKERS—THE WOODS FULL OF THEM—A SCHEME 
TO ENRICH SETTLERS IN WASHINGTON. 
On Sunday the following advertisement ap­ 
peared in the Sentinel:

On Tuesday morning a Sentinel representative 
called at the place mentioned for the purpose of 
ascertaining the reason so many men were 
wanted. As he made his way up stairs he srw 
that the hallway on which room No 2 faces was 
crowded with men, all seemingly interested in 
some subject which they were earnestly discuss- 
rug. The men were evidently not millionaires 
nor capitalists, but. on the contrary, were of the 
hard-working class, who cam their livelihood 
by the toil of their hands and the sweat of their 
brow. It was «ith some diflicultv that the 
seeker after information managed lo reach the 
doer of the room. After a preliminary knock 
the door was opened, and a room full of men 
was revealed to view. 
In the center of the room sat a young man of 
medium size, smoothly suaven, \vith light-col­ 
ored hair, which huug in curly b&Qds over a 
high forehead. He was looking over a map of 
the Pacific coast, such as go with railroad 
guides. After the man had given the reporter 
a searching glauce he commenced to fill out the 
blauk space in some sort of printed agreement, 
in which the sum $25 appeared more than once. 
The reporter asked him how business was, to 
which the man, whose name is Trank Craig, re­ 
plied in an irritated tone which did not convey 
much information, and asked "Why do you 
want to know ?” ’th e newspaper man replied 
that he wished to gain some light on the adver­ 
tisement. 
•‘I beg your pardon; I’ve been so much both­ 
ered by people asking questions that I’ve be­ 
come lrrritable therefore you will excuse the 
m anner in which I spoke,” said Craig, who was 
profuse in his apologies. He then explained 
the modus operandl, which was as follows: 
There are a thousand acres of unoccupied land 
on the Skagit river in the State of Washing'on. 
It was to have the land pre empted the firm 
Came to Santa Cruz. By paying $z5 to Craig A 
Edwards the claim of the intending settler 
would be o ated and his expenses in going to 
the land paid. To secure the land the 6e tier 
would have to pay at the rate of *2 50 an acre. 
This money the company would advance, and 
then pay the sett’er *1,000 clear for the claim. 
If the sett er himself advanced the money the 
company would give him *1,500. 
The Michigan bund and Lumber Company 
was represented lo be a corporation that deals 
extensively in lumber, with headquarters at 
Tacoma. They desire to Drocure all of the tim­ 
ber laud available, and to do so had to, accord­ 
ing to the pre-emption laws, pmchase from 
actual settlers. By February 1 th , the law by 
which timber lands in Washington could be pre­ 
empted would expire, hence it was necessary 
that settlers take advantage while yet it was 
time. "How many have already paid in their 
money this m orning?” queried the lepoiter, as 
he arose to go. 
“About tweuty-five,” said Craig, who then 
proceeded to picture to his hearers the glowing 
piospects Qf the land which would soon be 
tapped by railroads, and cities would spring up 
iu a night, as it were. He instanced Tacoma, 
Seattle and Fairhaven as examples of the won­ 
derful growth of towns in Washington. 
As the reporter opened the door to make his 
exit he saw that the crowd had increased, in 
fact they almost stumMed over each other in 
their haste to get into the room so that they 
eouid pour their money in the coffers of the 
firm In order to clear *1,000 for a paltry *25. 
In the afternoon, after tne excitement attend­ 
ant upon the discovery ol the new Golconda, 
so to speak, had worn off, some of the invest­ 
ors began to do tome thinking. The result was 
that a dispatch was sent to racoma, asking if 
such a corporation as the Michigan Land and 
Lumber Company existed in Tacoma. A neg 
ative reply was received. This was told to a 
member of the firm and he tatd that the article* 
of incorporation were on file in the Etate capi­ 
tal, Olympia. Thia did not satisfy three of tne 
investors, who demanded the return of their 
money. They were told that Craig had gone to 
San Francisco with the momiDg’s receipts, and 
would be back on the noon train to-day. 
The investors were not to be bluffed, even if 
the firm did hold a * lull hand,” to they again 
demanded their money, which was this time re­ 
turned to. them. 
In the evening the reporter again called at 
the room. Eowards, who is a tall man with a 
black mustache, said that Craig bad been 
called away on urgent busihess, and would 
surely return to-day. Edwards further said 
that he had never seen the land, but Craig, 
who had been la book keeper in Seattle for the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Company, had been 
over the ground four times, and knew all 
about it. 
It seems rather singular that so much land as 
the firm, claims awaiting pre-emption on the 
liberal terms offered has not been taken up by 
people in Washington, or by tho-e who reside 
nearer there than do danta Cruzans. 
Another inexplicable fact is the reason whv 
the firm who are entiie strangers, should want 
to be the mean6 of so much money being pre­ 
sented to our people, just tor the accommoda­ 
tion of the Michigan Land and Lumber Com­ 
pany, a cortoration.it may be safely stated, 
which was never heard of before by the men 
who paid in their monev. without ánv actual 
guarantee beyoud that which is given by the 
firm, which is composed of men whom they had 
never previously seen or heard of. 
A prominent lumberman says that he will 
purchase all of the timber land in the world for 
*2 50 an acre. Furthermore, he will willingly 
give BOO for each *1.000 he would be guaranteed 
in retnm. In the evening he called ou Edwards 
and gave him his private opinion on the entire 
affair, and did not mince his words cither.

WORLD’S FAIR 
H on. M. M. 
LEGISLATION. 
H eck W ith 
Estee on 
Two Bills. 
Hon. M, M. Estee, Chairman of theCom* 
rnittee on Legislation of the California 
World's Fair Association, is at the Golden 
Eagle Hotel. He is not one of the office- 
seekers, but is here to look after legislation 
to promote a suitable exhibition of Cali­ 
fornia products at the World’s Fair in 
Chicago. Mr. Estee believes that the Leg­ 
islature should make a liberal appropria­ 
tion for-rcvnnlative exhibit at Chicago 
If the management will not allow a cumu­ 
lative exhibit he does not want a cent ap­ 
propriated. He says, however, that there will 
be no trouble on that score, as Mr. Davis, 
Superintendent of Gronnds and Exhibits’ 
has telegraphed Commissioner McDonald 
that California can have sufficient ground 
for a building of its own. Such being the 
case, there is no reason why the Leeislatnre 
should refuse to appropriate a fair'sum for 
the California exhibit. 
Mr. Estee has two bills prepared, which 
he proposes to have introduced at an early 
day. One provides for the appointment of 
seven Commissioners, to take complete 
control of the exhibit on behalf of the 
State. These Commissioners are to receive 
no salary, and only actual expenses. The 
bill provides for an appropriation of $300,­ 
000, The other bill is an amendment to 
tne County Government Act, and provides 
that Boards of Supervisors may appro­ 
priate money to aid their counties in get­ 
ting up exhibits within the State exhibit. 
SCHOOL OF DESIGN. 
A D eserving In stitu tio n —O pening of the 
W inter T erm To-day. 
The Sacramento School of Design opens 
for the winter term to-day at the Art Gal­ 
lery this morning. It enters npon its sixth 
year proper. It is really the people’s insti­ 
tution. It is condncted in the city’s Art 
Gallery by the California Museum Associa­ 
tion and with jnst enough of charge to 
meet the expenses of teachers and inci­ 
dentals on the basis of a given average at­ 
tendance. When this fails down, however, 
it imperils the school.

It is the only 
School of Design in the interior, and there 
is none upon the coast with equal advant­ 
ages or that has given better results. 
The association conducting the school 
does its fall duty by it and expects mere 
liberal patronage for the fntnre than in the 
past if the institution is to be maintained. 
There are many people whose tendencies 
fit them for designing who onght to be in 
the school, who waste their energies in so- 
called cheap and qnick methods of learn­ 
ing. They ought to be advised that there 
is but one road to excellence in art. 
The school will have an exhibition in 
March and medals will then be awarded in 
the several classes.

Meu A^kf <1 to P ut Up Money to Do an 
lo law fu l Act—An Agent in 
This City. 


It is quite evident that there is a gang of 
sharpers going about the State perpetratinz 
a double swindle of gigantic proportions 
In the first place, the Government is being 
swindled, and in the second piace dupes 
are being made of a large number of men 
on the pretense of putting them in the 
way of makiDg .snug little piles of money. 
On Saturday James S. Hodges called at 
the Recobd-Uniok office and stated that he 
had been approached by a man of very 
smooth address, who was stopping at the 
Western Hotel, and urged to join in a 
wholesale scheme of timber land pre-emp­ 
tion in Washington. It was represented 
to him that, by advancing $25 he coaid 
join a party of men who were to leave on 
Sunday nighl (Inst night) from Tacoma, 
for the purpose of taking up timber lands. 
The inducement held out to him was 
that, after he bad proven up on his claim 
the sum of 51,000 would be paid him for a 
deed thereto, beside the Government price 
of the land, and also his expenses back to 
California. 
To Mr. Hedges’ mind the proposition 
looked very fl jttering, and he intimated 
that he would like to engage in the enter­ 
prise. A type-written document was pre­ 
sented to hici f^r his signature. It was 
intended to bind him to perform his part 
of the above mentioned agreement. In 
this connection the alleged agent told Mr 
Hodges that he che agent) had to be very 
careful into wh se hands these agreements 
were permitted to go, as it was desirous 
that they be kept as secret as possible. 
Hodges, however, was allowed to have 
one in his possession for a short time, and 
he submitted it to a friend named G orge 
A. Burns. This gentleman is a printer, 
ar.d, like most members of that fraternity, 
an intelligent, wide-awake man. More 
over, he was only a week ego a resident of 
Santa Cruz, and it occurred to him that a 
scheme of the same cbarater was beiDg 
worked in that p’ace, where the promoter 
thereof bad adveriisedln the local papers 
formen to go to iVasbington uud take up 
land. Burns had met this Santa Cruz 
agent, an Jffie a- once went w¡tb Mr. Hodges 
to the hotel to see if the Sacramento man 
was no: one and the tame person who had 
been shown up in the Santa Cijiz papers. 
On meeting him he found that, while an- 
sweribg the same decripticn. the Sacra­ 
mento man went order r different name 
from that of the Santa Cruz man. The 
latter gave the name of Weaver, while the 
Sacramento agent ca'led himself Furber. 
The result was that he advised Hodges 
to have nothiug to do with the matter, and 
Hodges thereupon returned to Furber the 
agreement that had been given him to 
sign. In one of his conversations with the 
agent the latter had told him that sixty 
men wculd arrive in Sacramento on Sun­ 
day nigh! on their way to the promised 
land, and that those going from Sacra­ 
mento would join them here. 
Hodges and Burns then called at the 
Record Fs'iojt office, and the latter sug­ 
gested that if a Santa Cruz paper of last 
week could be had, probably a full expose 
of the operations of these parties would be 
found therein. A search through the pile 
of exchanges resulted in the finding of the 
Santa Cruz Sentinel of Wednesday last, in 
which, sure enough, was published a long 
statement about the manner in which the 
scheme was being worked. It was as fol­ 
lows :

On Sunday the following advertisement ap­ 
peared in the Sentinel:

On Tuesday morning a Sentinel representative 
called at the place mentioned for the purpose of 
ascertaining the reason to many men were 
wanted. As he made his way up stsirs he saw 
that the hallway on which room No 2 faces was 
crowded with men, all seeminglv interested in 
some subject which they were earnestly discuss­ 
ing. The men were evidently not millionaires 
nor capitalists, but. on the coutrarv. were of the 
hard-working class, who earn th'eir livelihood 
by the toil of their hand! and the sweat of their 
brow. It was with some difficulty that the 
seeker after information managed to reach the 
doer of the room. After a preliminary knock 
the door was open' d, aud a room lull of men 
was revealed to view. 
In the center of the room sat a voting man of 
medium size, smoothly snaveu. w'ith light-col­ 
ored hair, which hung in curly bands over a 
high forehead. lie was Iooking over a map of 
the Pacific coast, such as go with railroad 
guides. After the man had given the reporter 
a searching gtaucc he commenced to fill out the 
blank space in some soit of printed agrc-ement, 
in which the sum $25 appeared more than once. 
The reporter asked him hew business was, to 
which the man, whose name is Frank Craig, re­ 
plied in an irritated tone which did not convey 
much information, and asked "Why do you 
want to know?" 'Jhe newspaper man replied 
that be wished to gain some light on the adver­ 
tisement. 
•‘I beg your pardon; I’ve been so much both­ 
ered by people asking questions that I’ve be­ 
come im itable therefore you will excuse the 
manner in which I spoke," said Craig, who was 
profuse in his apologies. He then explained 
the modus operand!, which was as follows: 
There are a thousand acres of unoccupied land 
on the Skagit tiver in the State of Washington. 
It was to have the land pre empted the firm 
came to Santa Cruz. By paying S.'S to Craig & 
Edwards the claim of the intending settler 
would be 'o ated and his expenses in going to 
the land paid. To secure the land the se tier 
would have to pay at the rate of *2 50 an acre. 
This money the compauv would advance, and 
then pay the sett'er $1.000 clear for the claim 
If the sett er hlni9elf advanced the money the 
company would give him 81,5t0. 
The Michigan I.and and Lumber Company 
was represented to be a corporation that deals 
extensively in lumber, with headquarters at 
Tacoma. They desire to nroeure all of the tim­ 
ber laud available, and to do so had to, accord­ 
ing to the pre-emption laws, pu chase from 
actual settlers. By February 1th, the law by 
which timber lands in Washington could be pre­ 
empted would expire, hence It was necessary 
that settlers take advantage while yet it was 
time. "How many have already paid in their 
queried the reporter, as 
money this morning 
he arose to go. 
"About tweuty-five,” srid Craig, who then 
proceeded to picture to his hearers the glowing 
prospects Qf the land which would soon be 
tapped by railroads, and cities would snring up 
in a night, as it were. He Instanced Tacoma, 
Seattle aud Fairhaven as examples of the won­ 
derful growth of towns in Washington. 
As the reporter opened the door to make his 
exit he saw that the crowd had increased, in 
fact they almost stumbled over each other in 
their haste to get into the room so that they 
could pour their monev in the coffers of the 
firm in order to clear *1,000 for a paltry $25. 
In the afternoon, after tne excitement attend­ 
ant upon the discovery ot the new Golconda, 
so to speak, had worn off", some of the Invest­ 
ors began to do some thinking. Tbe result was 
that a dispatch was sent to l’Re jma. asking if 
such a corporation as the Michigan Land and 
Lumber Company existed in Tacoma. A neg 
ative reply was received. This was told to a 
member of tbe firm and he said that the articles 
of incorporation were on file in the Elate capi­ 
tal, Olympia. This did not satisfy three of tne 
luvestors, who demanded the retnm of their 
money. They were told that Craig had gone to 
Sau Francisco with the morning's receipts, and 
would be back on the noon train to-day. 
The investors were not to be bluffed, even if 
the firm did hold a ‘ lull hand." to they again 
demanded their money, which was this time re­ 
turned to. them.

Hon. M, M. Estee, Chairman of theCom" 
mittee on Legislation of the California 
World's Fair Association, is at the Golden 
Eagle Hotel. He is not one of the office- 
seekers, but is here to look after legislation 
to promote a suitable exhibition of Cali­ 
fornia products at the World’s Fair in 
Chicago. Mr. Estee believes that the Leg­ 
islature should make a liberal appropria­ 
tion fcr-c*c«ninlarive exhibit at Chicago 
If the management will not allow a cumu­ 
lative exhibit be does not want a cent ap­ 
propriated. He says, however, that there will 
le no trouble on that score, as Mr. Davis, 
Superintendent of Grounds and Exhibits! 
has telegraphed Commissioner McDonald 
that California can have sufficient ground 
for a building of its own. Snch being the 
case, there is no reason why the Legislature 
should refuse to appropriate a fair'sum for 
the California exhibit.

SCHOOL OF DESIGN. 
A Deserving; Institution—Opening of the 
Winter Term To-day. 
The Sacramento School of Design opens 
for the winter term to-day at the Art Gal­ 
lery this morning. It enters npon its sixth 
year proper. It is really the people’s insti­ 
tution. It is conducted in the city’s Art 
Gallery by the California Mnsenm Associa­ 
tion and with jnst enough of charge to 
meet the expenses of teachers and inci­ 
dentals on the basis of a given average at­ 
tendance. When this falls down, however, 
it imperils the school. 
It has three thoroughly competent ttach­ 
era, and fonr distinct branches, from land­ 
scape and portraiture to china decorative 
Minting. The school onght to have far 
letter support than it has. But for the aid 
given it by the Ladies’ Mnsenm Associa­ 
tion it could have been maintained only 
with difficulty the past year. It is the only 
School of Design in the interior, and there 
is none npon the coast with equal advant­ 
ages or that has given better resulta. 
The association conducting the school 
does its full duty by it and expects more 
liberal patronage for the future than in the 
ast if the institution is to be maintained, 
here are many people whose tendencies 
fit them for designing who onght to be in 
the school, who waste their energies in so- 
called cheap end quick methods of learn­ 
ing. They ought to be advised that there 
is but one road to excellence in art. 
The school will have an exhibition in 
March and medals will then be awarded in 
the several classes.
